Continuation of 13. Other: As a note to Applicant's remewed arguments with respect to "different kinds" of fibers, although Keys does not 
disclose different kinds of fibers as Applicant's specification would suggest, Keys discloses different lengths of the same optical fiber and 
therefore creating different amounts of chromatic dispersion depending on the length. Therefore, each length has a different chromatic 
dispersion and is therefore a different kind of fiber since each length has different characteristics. This conclusion reflects the claim 
language. The claim language does not suggest how the optical fibers differ. 
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
